The Annex had two additions built* 
one in 1921, and one in 1928, The Annex also had 
a gym, shop room and a large music room- When 
the Annex was built the teachers' parking lot was 
the kids' playground. All of the field play was 
at Williams Street Park. The upper grades 
attended Springfield schools. There was no high 
school in Longmeadow, The design of the Annex 
copies the original design of the school house on 
the green. It burned down long ago. All 
children used to go home for lunch. 

There are now 42? students in Center School, 
People tell us that there was an original Center 
School in the same spot as today's. Center School. 
We do not know what happened to that building. 
Mr. Milesky thinks that the bell in the Annex 
came from that building.
